Art. 3. To choose Town Officers for the ensuing year. 

Art. 4. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to grant and raise for the support of Common Schools 
for the ensuing year. 

To see how much money the Town will vote 
to grant and raise for the support of Free High School 
for the ensuing year. 

Art. 6. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to grant and raise for fuel and janitor service in High 
School for the ensuing year. 

To see how much money the Town will vote 
to grant and raise for text-books for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to grant and raise for school supplies for the ensuing 
year.

Art. 30. To see if the Town will vote to grant and 
raise the stm of fifteen ($15) dollars for the purchase of 
schoclhouse flags. 

Art. 31. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to grant and raise to continue the railing along the high- 
way leading from West Buxton to Hancock Hill. 

Art. 32. To see how much money the town will vote 
to grant and raise for the care of ancient burying grounds 
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as provided in Chapter 166, Sec. 3 of the Public Laws of 
Maine approved April 3, 1917. 
Art. 33. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Superintending School Committee to appoint a School 
Physician in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
16, Public Laws of Maine 1916, and grant and raise the 
sum of twenty-five ($25) dollars as the maximum ex- 
penses for same. 

Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to grant and 
raise the sum of seven hundred twenty-five (725) dollars 
to be added to one hundred seventy-five (175) dollars 
raised by the Town of Buxton under article 40, March 6, 
1916, to repair Dunnell’s Bridge, the whole amount, nine 
hundred (900) dollars to be used if necessary in building 
a concrete bridge at this point. 

Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to have a revalua- 
tion of the real and personal estate of the town in com- 
pliance with the request of the Board of State Assessors, 
also to raise money to pay for same. 

Arts’ 36. oLo-see if’ the town avill vote: to. elects as 
Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor, one 
for one year, one for two years, and one for three years 
beginning with the year 1920.

To: see if the town. will vote to grant and 
raise the sum of two hundred fifty (250) dollars to repair 
and maintain sidewalks at West-Buxton. 

Art. 40. To see if the town will accept a new Town 
way as laid out by the Selectmen extending from Towle 
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Street, so called, to Allen’s Road, or Saco Ruad, so called, 
near where said highways cross the Boston & Maine 
Railroad; all work connected with the construction of 
said Town way to be done, and all materials to be 
furnished by and at expense of the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road, and all damages for land,taken in connection there- 
with to be paid by the Boston & Maine Railroad on behalf 
of the Town of Buxton. 

Art. 41. To see if the town will discontinue that por- 
tion of Towle Street lying northerly of a line thirty-three 
(33) feet southerly and concentric with the center line of 
location of the Boston & Maine Railroad, as shown 
bounced by ine pomts mB Cand “D"-on, plan on 
file with the Town Clerk. 

Art. 42. To see if the town will grant and raise the 
sum of two hundred (200) dollars to be used in graveling 
road from Buxton Center to Buxton Depot. 

Art. 43. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Superintending School Committee to continue such 
schools that fail to maintain the required attendance, for 
a part or the whole of the ensuing year, if in their judg- 
ment it seems advisable. (Recommended by the S. S. 
Committee. ) 

Art. 44. To see if the town will vote to grant and raise 
the sum of twenty-five (25) dollars to be used for prizes 
for the Boys’ and Girls’ Agricultural Clubs. (Petition 
of J. G. Hutchinson and ten others.) |

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the S. S. Committee and Citizens: 


It is with regret that we have to report the conditions 
which have, during the year closed, been detrimental to 
the work in schools, viz: the shortage of teachers and 
the great amount of sickness. Throughout the State the 
shortage of teachers was at least two thousand. This 
has been noticeable in this Town to quite a degree. 
However, by persistent efforts on my part a teacher was 
- provided for each school on time for them to open in 
September as scheduled. Two weeks later we were 
obliged to close all schools by order of the Board of 
Health because of the spread of Spanish influenza. The 
schools were closed several weeks and when reopened 
numerous cases were noted where parents did not dare 
send the children for a time. Other cases were investi- 
gated and found that the disease was stilf with some 
member of the family, thereby excusing such children 
from attendance. 

Such an unusual amount of sickness has seriously dis- 
turbed the work of the schools. The average attendance 
for the fall term was lower than usual. and the progress 
of the schools was lessened. ‘This applies to nearly all 
if not all the towns in the State, and frequent reports 
show that many towns have suffered more than we have. 


School War Activities 


The children have co-operated in every way possible to 
assist in winning the victory which the Nation so gladly 
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welcomes. Every school had its organization of the 
Junior Red Cross, and the work accomplished received 
its share of credit. 

Through the schools much was done toward an in- 
creased sale of Thrift Stamps and War Savings Stamps. 
The schools of the Town contributed more than their 
quota for the War Work Campaign! 

Many of the pupils were purchasers of Liberty Bonds 
and several instances were noted whereby boys through 
their own labors bought and paid the necessary amounts 
for such bonds. Several features in this connection might 
be mentioned, but it seems unnecessary, as only favor- 
able reports are due them. 


Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs 


This movement is worthy of much encouragement. It 
teaches the boys and girls to perform their labor by using 
methods that are modern and scientific.. Instruction is 
given in all phases of the work, whether gardening, 
poultry raising, canning or any of the forms of club 
organization. This instruction comes free from the 
State College of Agriculture through its County Agents. 

These clubs have been very helpful in solving the food 
problems throughout the Country during the past year, 
and their needs are great still. The benefits to the chil- 
dren and community are of paramount importance. 


State Course of Study 


The State Department of Education has been arranging 
a new. course of study for the elementary schools in 
accordance with a recent enactment of the Legislature. 
This work, though having been in progress two years, 
is not complete, and copies are not available for distribu- 
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tion. I have received advance sheets of the plan as far 
as completed and have made typewritten copies of some 
subjects to be placed in the hands of the teachers. 

This new plan of work for the schools should be de- 
cidedly a help in arranging the subjects and requirements 
for each so that the different towns of the State may be 
following more closely the same lines of work. Anyway, 
it will bring the work within a range so that more 
similarity will result. When it is placed in the hands 
of the teachers, they will be held strictly responsible for 
following it in detail as far as the conditions of their 
respective schools will permit. It shows quite a de- 
parture from former ones in many particulars. In some 
subjects considerable is eliminated, and in others we 
note additional material to be taken. 

The general substance of the outline shows that time 
is given as an essential in drills through the lower grades 
to. gain thoroughness in the fundamentals, also that 
everything as far as possible will be required to be 
practical. To follow such a course will oblige the 
teachers to use-much outside or supplementary work in- 
stead of depending largely upon a single text-book for 
assigned lessons. 3 


Teachers - 


At the close of the year in June five teachers resigned 
to accept more lucrative positions in other towns.  Prin- 
cipal Hartford and Miss Worth of the High School facul- 
ty each accepted positions at salaries greater than we 
felt the town could afford to pay them to remain. Miss 
Wyman of Bar Mills Grammar School and Miss Lowell 
of South Buxton each accepted desirable positions, Miss 
Lowell going to Connecticut at a salary more than double 
the amount received in Buxton and Miss Wyman accept- 
ing something’ in line of a promotion in the State of 
Maine. These two teachers were each holding their first 
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positions after graduating from Normal School. 

Sixteen teachers are employed in town, including those 
of the High School. With one exception all have had 
previous experience. 

The teachers with a record of success are trying to 
meet the present requirements in making their work 
count for efficiency. If the work of the teacher shows 
efficiency, the results shown by the children will have a 
like rating. On the other hand, if the teacher neglects 
important features of her duties, her work loses its eff- 
ciency. By neglecting to prepare her own work or to 
prepare the children for grasping assigned lessons; by 
failing to give individual members of the class proper 
attention; by failing to realize that some pupils need 
more attention than others; by failing to arouse a happy 
interest in the work, these and many other features of 
equal importance are for or against her efficiency. It is 
needless to mention how these, if disregarded, retard the 
results attained by the children. One author says, “To 
open a child’s eyes to the attractiveness of knowledge 
is to bring into his life an everlasting joy. The sluggish 
acceptance cf new facts is the greatest hindrance to their 
use in life and sad is the day when children creep un- 
willingly to school. but go storming out to play.” 

We feel that the teachers of the town are performing 


_ their work in a professional manner and spirit. Much 


credit is due them for what is accomplished. 


High School 


The Committee decided early in the vacation to offer 
the positien of the High School to Eliza S. Libby. Miss 
Libby. through her untiring efforts in the past, her deep 
interests in the welfare of the students, and her long, stc- 
cessftl experience in the High School is particularly well 
fitted for such a responsible position. After considerable 
persuasion she consented to accept the place, and as- 
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sumed charge at opening of schools in September. The 
results under her management, assisted by two able as- 
sistants, has fully warranted the action of the Committee 
in making such a choice. 

The school has not changed its courses to any extent 
during the year. It maintains its high standing as a fit- 
ting school for college, and we hope the more important 
standing of fitting its students to have, in addition to 
completing subjects from text books satisfactorily, a 
better knowledge of the needs or problems of the com- 
munity, town, State and nation. 

Your attention is called to the report of the Principal. 


Repairs 


The question of repairs is presenting considerable diff- 
culty. So many unexpected yet unavoidable expenses 
are coming in the two steam heated buildings that our 
appropriation is largely exhausted before attention can 


be given to necessary repairs in other buildings or if. 


planned repairs are made the appropriation is overdrawn. 

The new engine provided at the high school and new 
pump at Bar Mills each had to be purchased to keep the 
water systems in operation at these two buildings in 
order to keep the schools in session. These two expenses 
were not anticipated at time of annual town meeting. This 
matter perhaps needs no explanation to the voters; as 
they realize that the systems of heating and furnishing 
water for the buildings mean more than one would expect 
unless the conditions are thoroughly understocd. 

The detailed report of repairs is covered in the report 
submitted by the School Committee. 


Overdrawn Accounts 


From a casual observation of this report one will judge

that three accounts from the department controlled by 
the School Committee have been considerably overdrawn. 
The overdrafts depending upon the appropriations made 
at the last annual meeting are comparatively small when 


we analyze them in connection with existing conditions. 


On Common School account we were obliged to pay 
about $150 more for fuel than was paid in 1918; janitor 
service cost $125 more than for a similar period last 
year, and the demands for increasing salaries of teachers 
made it impossible to expend a less amount in this ac- 
count, yet the overdraft was only slightly more than it 
was in 1918. The High School Fuel and Janitor account 
shows quite an overdraft, but the increased price of coal 
and small increase in pay of janitor is the explanation 
for this. The repairs account shows that the expendi- 
tures were $340.53 more than the appropriation. 

We feel that nothing in the matter of repairs was done 
unnecessarily, as several needed repairs had to be omitted. 
The high cost of material and labor, also the unexpected 
expenses at the High School and at Bar Mills School, 
are the reasons for this expense. | 
~ Several accounts show quite a balance unexpended, but 


_ the practice of economy in purchasing has allowed these 


accounts to show such a favorable result... Economy in 
these matters has been the plan of the Committee in all 
departments, yet we realize the fact that expenditures 
count up rapidly, as the times are unusual and it takes 
more money to do work in public as well as private 
affairs. 


Present Day Needs 


The happenings incident to the World War now 
closing bring to the people of our Nation the vital need 
of emphasizing the teaching of civics for a deeper and 
broader understanding of Democracy. 

The lurking dangers to the superstructure of our 


- 
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Government in its varied workings are so apparent that 
the schools of our land CANNOT afford to neglect their 


duty to teach the principles that will make our “liberty 
and freedom safe.” 

Aristotle long ago pointed out that a Democracy is a 
highly complex and delicate type of social organization 
which can succeed only when its educational system 
trains for Democracy. i 

With such a description of a system of government for 
a small ‘Greek. state, ‘it 1S ‘Of eredter importance to a 
nation of more than a hundred millions with increasing 
complexities from outside influences. The schools must 
as a part of their curriculum provide for teaching the 
fundamental principles of democracy to the vounger 
citizens who are to he prepared to take up at an early 
date the responsibilities incumbent upon them. 


Conclusion 


The School Cemmittee and Superintendent fully ap- 
preciate the interest shown during the year by parents 
and citizens of the Town. By such co-operative interest 
our work has been made comnaratively easv: the many 
problems confronting us have been more easily solved; 
the work of the teachers has been much easier; the tasks 
of the pupils have been made lighter; the results have 
been correspondingly more marked. 

We wish to extend to the teachers our thanks for their 
unquestioned willingness to conduct the work to meet 
the approval of all who have in mind a svstem or organ- 
ization of schools that is modern and practical.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF SAMUEL D. 
HANSON HIGH SCHOOL 


February 10, 1919. 


To the School Officers and Citizens of Buxton: 


Again has come the time when, according to custom, 
a report should be made to you concerning the work of 
the past year in the Samuel D. Hanson High School. 

At the opening of school on September 16th, conditions 
seemed favorahle for a prosperous year; the building had 
been cleaned of its summer’s dust and fifty-two ambitious 
pupils were registered. 

As you know, trouble soon began. At the end of the 
first week, there was one case of influenza; and at the 
end of the second, school was closed as a preventive 
measure, though few were ill. When we take into con- 
sideration that three pupils left school at the end of ten 
and fifteen days—two because of ill health and one to 
attend school nearer home—that twenty-one others have 
been excluded from school for five days or more, either 
because of exposure to contagious diseases in their 
homes or because they were themselves ill, it is no 
wonder that the average attendance fell to forty-two. 
However, pupils who are forced to be absent because of 
sickness, are ready to work hard to make up what they 
have lost. That they have tried is shown by the honor 
roll for the fall term: - ;

There has been a feeling expressed by many that a 
full year’s work cannot be done. It is true that the 
spring vacation must be cut to one week; it is also true 
that graduation cannot be held until June 27th, a few 


days later than ever before. But with these changes the 


school vear will be only five days shorter than it has been 
other years. In this town there are ten days in each 
year when schocl is dismissed, for State Convention and 
for National holidays. ‘This year only five of these holi- 
days come during the time that school is in session. This 
gives us a week of work which is not eliminated. We 
are also having school a week of Saturdays. Not Satur- 


days in successive weeks, but two or more weeks apart, - 


as weather and roads permit. In this, as in all other 
matters, there has been the most hearty co-operation 
among the teachers, and they have felt that they had the 
loyal support of the pupils. 

The school work has followed along exactly the same 
lines as in previous years, the only changes being those 
subtle changes which are caused by the individuality of 
teachers and pupils. One change would be welcome. It 
would certainly be both pleasant and helpful if those in- 
terested in the school would visit it often. Please con- 
sider yourselves cordially invited and that you may the 
more readily choose the time most enjovable to you, the 
following is the daily program:

The recent epidemic of influenza necessarily interfered 
with the routine of school affairs. - Fortunately our 
younger children escaped the worst forms of this terrible 
and frightful disease. Schools have been closed and the 
school rooms thoroughly disinfected when any indica- 
tions of contagion or infection occurred. 

Your school physician finds many students of all ages in 
our schools with bad teeth. Neglect of the teeth is with- 
out doubt responsible for much trouble—had teeth, ade- 
noids and large tonsils not only invite infection, but 
without doubt are carriers of infection to others. 

Parents are urged to attendyto teeth, moutheasc 
throats of their little children. 

Sanitary conditions in our various school buildings 
are, on the whole, quite satisfactory. | 

Your school physician is glad to examine any child at 
his office during vacations and consult with parents con- 
cerning conditions, and there will, of course, be no charge 
for such service.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Buxton: 


We herewith submit to you our annual report of the 
condition of the school buildings throughout the town. 

At Bogg Mill schoolhouse a steel ceiling has been put 
in, which we think will be much cheaper in the end than 
plaster. 

Both the Chicopee and Groveville schoolrooms have 
been painted. 

At the Bar Mills Graded School it has been necessary 
to replace the galvanized iron hoods over the ventilators 
and a new pump has been put in the well. The engine 
has been repaired a number of times and needs more done 
to it. We would recommend, in case the engine has to be 


replaced by another, to install a small motor and use 


electricity for pumping instead of the unsatisfactory 
gasoline engine outfit. The heating plant has given much 
trouble this year and in érder to remedy the matter it 
will be necessary to put in larger pipes and make changes 
similar to those made at the High School building. 

At the High School a new engine has been installed, 
and the heating apparatus has had a thorough overhaul- 
ing and is now giving good satisfaction. 

“We would recommend the building of a new vault at 
Bogg Mill School, as the present one is in bad condition. 

We would also recommend painting the schoolroom 
and whitening the ceiling at Salmon Falls school building. 

We have tried to give-you an idea of the general re- 
pairs made without enumerating the smaller ones which 
come up every year.
